LANGLEY  BY-LAWS. 


LANGLEY  MUNICIPALITY  BY-LAW  NO.  54. 

A Hy-  Law  to  provide  for  the  impounding  of  animals 
running  at  large  withi n the  limits  of  the  Corporation 
of  tlw  Township  of  La  ngleg. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  for  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  Township  of  Langley  that  a Pound 
be  established  for  the  impounding  of  horses,  horned 
and  other  cattle,  mules,  asses  and  sheep  found  at  large 
or  grazing  within  the  limits  of  the  said  Township,  and 
that  such  animals  be  declared  a nuisance  and  disposed 
of  as  such  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Langley,  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  That  a Public  Pound  shall  be  established  by  the 
Reeve  and  Council  for  the  impounding  of  swine,  goats, 
horses,  horned  and  other  cattle,  mules  and  asses.  A 
Pound-Keeper  shall  be  from  time  to  tune  appointed  by 
the  Reeve  and  Council,  and  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
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appoint  (in  writing)  one  or  more  deputy  or  deputies, 
subject  always  to  the  approval  of  the  Reeve  and 
Council. 

2.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law 

all  horses,  horned  or  other  cattle,  mules,  asses  and 
she  p found  at  large  or  straying  (save  as  hereinafter 
provided  with  respect  to  certain  aforesaid  animals)  in 
any  public  way,  street  or  thoroughfare,  or  upon  any 
unenclosed  land  within  the  limits  of  said  Township, 
shall  be  deemed  a nuisance,  and  may  be  dealt  with  as 
hereinafter  mentioned : Provided,  however,  that 

nothing  in  this  By-Law  shall  apply  to  bulls  found  at 
large  or  straying  as  aforesaid  during  the  period  from 
the  first  day  of  June  to  the  1st  day  of  February,  nor 
to  horned  or  other  cattle,  save  bulls,  as  provided,  nor 
shall  it  apply  to  sheep,  nor  to  rams  found  at  large  or 
straying  as  aforesaid  during  the  period  from  the  15tli 
day  of  November,  to  the  15th  day  of  July. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pound-Keeper,  or  his 
deputy,  to  impound  all  animals  hereinbefore  men 
tioned  running  at  large  as  aforesaid  within  the  limits 
of  the  said  Township,  and  for  so  doing  he  shall  de- 
mand and  receive  from  the  respective  owners  for  the 
animals  so  impounded  the  sum  of  $2  for  each  horse  or 
bull,  and  the  sum  of  50  cents  for  each  other  animal. 

4.  The  Pound-Keeper  shall  daily  furnish  all  animals 
impounded  in  the  Township  Pound  with  good  and 
sufficient  food,  water  and  shelter,  and  for  so  doing 
shall  demand  and  receive  from  the  respective  owners 
of  such  animals,  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation,  the  fol- 
lowing allowance  over  and  above  the  fees  for  impound- 
ing, namely  : for  every  horse  or  bull,  §1  per  day  ; 
for  every  other  animal,  50  cents  per  day. 

5.  Every  animal  so  impounded  shall  be  forthwith 
advertised  by  the  Pound-Keeper  by  a notice  in  writing 
containing  a reasonable  description  of  the  animal  and 
statement  of  the  day  and  hour  of  impounding,  and 
posted  in  a conspicuous  place  on  the  Pound  gate,  and 
at  the  Town  Hall,  for  at  least  three  days. 

6.  Upon  payment  to  the  Pound-Keeper,  or  his 
deputy,  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  of  all  fees  and 
expenses  lawfully  chargeable  in  respect  of  any  animal 
which  has  been  impounded  as  aforesaid  the  person  to 
whom  such  payment  is  made  shall  deliver  to  the  per- 


son making  such  payment  an  order  in  writing  for  the 
release  of  the  animal,  stating  in  such  order  the  fees 
and  expenses  so  paid,  and  upon  presentment  to  the 
person  in  charge  of  the  Township  Pound  of  such  order 
on  the  day  of  the  date  thereof,  countersigned  by  the 
person  to  whom  it  was  issued,  the  animal  shall  be  re- 
leased, and  the  order  shall  be  filed  as  a voucher  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

7.  Every  owner  or  person  entitled  to  the  possession 
of  kn  animal  which  has  been  impounded  as  aforesaid 
shall  forthwith,  upon  being  notified,  or  becoming 
aware  of  such  impounding,  redeem  the  animal  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  last  preceding  section  hereof. 

8.  All  fees  and  expenses  received  in  respect  of  the 
impounding  of  animals  under  this  By-Law  shall  forth- 
with be  paid  over  by  the  officer  receiving  the  same  to 
the  Treasurer  of  said  Corporation,  and  shall  form  part 
of  the  municipal  revenue. 

9.  If  any  animal  be  not  redeemed  within-  fourteen 
days  after  the  impounding  and  adverti  ring  thereof  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Pound-Keeper  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  sold  by  public  auction,  and  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  bo  applied  in  the  first  place 
in  payment  of  the  expenses  incurred  on  or  in  relation 
to  such  sale,  and  in  the  next  place  in  payment  of  the 
fees  and  c xpenses  lawfully  chargeable  in  respect  of  the 
impounding  and  keeping  of  the  animal,  and  the  sur- 
plus, if  any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Municipality,  to  be  by  him  paid  to  the  owner  of  the 
animal  when  such  owner  is  ascertained. 

10.  Every  person  convicted  of  an  infraction  of  any 
provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  forfeit  and  pay  therefor 
a penalty  not  exceeding  twen  y-five  dollars. 

This  By-Law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“ Langley  Pound  By-Law.”
